THE. TRADE OF CHINA IN 1910, 


TRADE THROUGH HONGKONG INCREASED 
BY 33 MILLION TABLS. , 


Mr. J. L. Cholmors, Statistical Georetary of 
tho Imperial Maritime Customs of China, in his 
Report on the trado of Chisia in 1910 says :— 

Tho valuo of the whole trade (excepting only 
re-oxports ubrond of forsign importa) has 
marked anothor groat advance, and stands for 
1910 at 1,008 million taola, Thia total consists 
of not forsiga imports, direct aud coastwiso,"and 
native exports, both abroad and constwiso. 

Forcien Trade—Tho value of tho direct 
foreign trade was Hk. Tls. 843,798,222, ioxcoed- 
ing tho total of 1909, the highest hitherto 
recorded, by 86.65 million tnola. Foreign im 
porta amounted-to Hk. Tls, 462,964,894, giving 
an inoroaso of 44.81 million tools, and orpotta, 
to Hk. Tis; 380,833,328, giving an increase of 
41.84. millionftnels. 

That the value of imports should have 
incronsod by aoarly 45 million tacls must 
Boom . surprising to anyone’ who ia familiar 
with the conditions prevailing .in certain 
branches of tha import trade. The incroasa ia, 
in fact, a matter of valuos, and mainly of opium 
values, the increase in' which alouo has added 
nearly 30 million taols tothe total, ‘The higher 
values of cotton goods will go far to account for 
the remuining 15 million taels.” Tho flourishing
